Since our arrival we 
changed our minds consider- 
A great many quit good jobs 
sad came over expecting better 
ones on the canal. 
O n being a p p o i n t e d through 
Washington, D. C., by Mr. D. I. 
Murphy, secretary of the Isthmian 
Canal Commission, as a locomotive 
engineer, I quit a job firing a pas­ 
senger between Beaumont and (Gal­ 
veston. I was the oldest fireman 
and iirst out for a job running. 
' Our transportation was furnished 
from New Orleans to Colon, and 
our pay started from date of our 
departure from New Orleans. 
We 
left New Orleans Feb. 8 at 9:30 a. 
on the steamer Ellis of the 


commission was to furnish. 
Our 
quarters consisted of a cloth hand 
made cot each. 
We had to buy 
blankets and necessary bed cloth 
ing. 
Then we were escorted to 
our boarding house. 
I have put 
up at awful tough “ beaneries,’ 
“ m u d houses” and “ bungalos” in 
my rounds, hut this is the toughest 
I ever went up against. 
We were sent out to work Wed 
nesday, Feb. 14th. 
The work 
not had at all. 
There are five 
steam shovels and nine locomotives 
working at present. \Y e have three 
classes of engines— Rogers, Porter 
and Hinkley. 
The most disagree­ 
able part oLour work is we have to 
put up with native firemen and 
brakemen, and they don’t know 
any more about railroading than 
one of these wild monkeys. 
Each 
crew bas a white conductor and 
engineer. 
The work 
is merely 
that of a work train; we “ spot” the 
empties at the steam shovel, and 
when they are loaded we take them 
out on the dum p and there they 
are unloaded. 
It is impossible to 
get men down here, and at the rate 
they are working now it will be 
many years before the canal is 
finished. 
Culebra is the highest point on 
the canal. 
It is a good 
sized 
mountain and is nearly all solid 
rock. 
The climate at present is very 
fine; a nice breeze in day time, but 
cold and damp at night. 
W e have 
to wrap up good in blankets to 
protect ourselves from the damp 
ness. 
The rainy 
season begins 
about April 
1st and lasts 
nine 
months, and the natives say it is 
awfully hot here then and sickly. 
We have plenty of yellow fever. 
The old natives tell us there are 
two dead men to every tie on the
